Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

For  some  years  society  has  tended  to  underestimate  the 
importance  of  the  environmental  health  services  of  Public  Health 
Authorities,  and  the  resurgence  of  interest  in  environmental 
pollution  which  occurred  during  1970  must  be  welcomed.  Health  is  a 
difficult  concept  to  define.  It  implies  more  than  the  mere  absence 
of  detectable  disease.  The  most  useful  definition  is  that  health  is 
a state  of  adaptation  of  the  individual  to  his  environment. 

"Positive  Health"  is  the  ability  to  cope  with  or  adapt  to  changes 
in  the  environment,  using  the  word  "environment"  in  its  broadest 
sense  to  include  the  physical,  social  and  emotional  surroundings 
or  in  other  words  all  influences  which  are  external  to  the 
individual's  body.  Although  our  primary  role  as  a local  authority 
is  to  minimise  harmful  influences  in  the  physical  environment  we 
also  influence  the  health  of  people  in  our  district  in  many  other 
ways . Care  in  the  allocation  of  council  houses  can  do  a great  deal 
to  solve  or  reduce  neighbourly  disputes  and  "social  maladaptation " . 
Provision  of  special  or  sheltered  housing  so  designed  as  to  enable 
a person  with  a disability  to  lead  an  independent  life  restores  an 
ailing  person  to  a degree  of  health  by  adapting  her  environment  to 
her  needs.  In  these  two  directions  the  Isle  of  Axholme  has  a better 
record  than  many  larger  authorities.  With  regard  to  the  physical 
environment,  however,  we  still  have  far  to  go.  It  is  pleasing, 
therefore,  to  record  that  in  1970  some  87  new  dwellings  were  completed 
by  the  Council,  compared  with  46  in  1969 , and  that  although  only  21 
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new  demolition  orders  were  made  61  houses  subject  to  demolition 
orders  were  pulled  down  during  the  year.  There  is  still  too  much 
dereliction  in  the  district,  but  these  figures  do  show  useful 
progress.  It  is,  however  a cause  for  concern  that  51  houses  subject 
to  demolition  orders  remain  occupied.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
reconcile  the  duty  to  eliminate  slum  housing  and  its  adverse  effects 
on  health  with  the  humanitarian  desire  to  respect  the  feelings  and 
wishes  of  the  old  lady  who  dreads  having  to  leave  her  familiar 
surroundings  and  adapt  to  new  conditions  in  a different  neighbourhood. 
Fortunately  most  old  people  find  adaptation  to  their  new  circumstances 
far  easier  than  they  had  expected,  and  many  soon  wish  they  had  made 
the  move  years  previously.  While  the  impersonal  and  ruthless  enforce- 
ment of  slum  clearance  which  obtains  in  many  big  cities  would  be 
inappropriate  to  a small  rural  authority  there  is  a need  for  more 
urgency  in  dealing  with  slum  housing  in  the  Isle,  for  once  a house 
has  been  made  subject  to  an  ord^r  landlords  cease  to  spend  money 
on  repair,  and  the  rate  of  deterioration  consequently  accelerates. 

The  greater  consideration  given  to  the  feelings  and  wishes  of  both 
landlord  and  tenant,  which  tends  to  retard  slum  clearance  in  rural 
areas  is  however  only  a symptom  of  the  better  neighbourliness  of 
village  communities  which  is  one  of  the  big  advantages  of  country  life. 
For  the  majority  of  the  population  it  makes  rural  life  much  more 
satisfying  than  city  life.  It  helps  to  ensure  that  old  people  are 
looked  after,  and  problems  of  loneliness  and  social  isolation  are 
far  less  frequent  in  villages  than  in  cities.  There  are,  however,  a 
few  social  misfits  in  many  village  communities,  and  for  them  some 
solution  must  be  found.  In  some  instances  it  is  only  by  moving  people 
from  the  community  which  rejects  them  into  another  where  they  will  be 
accepted  and  enabled  to  form  friendships  that  the  problem  can  be 
solved.  Social  isolation  is  both  a cause  and  a symptom  of  mental 
illness,  however,  and  in  attempting  to  solve  these  kinds  of  problem 
we  must  remember  that  where  isolation  is  the  symptom  and  not  the 
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cause  transplanting  to  another  village  will  not  cure  it.  People  often 
rationalise  their  feelings,  and  "project"  - that  is  attribute  to  some 
outside  source  - the  blame  for  what  really  arises  within  themselves. 
However  far  we  run  we  cannot  escape  from  ourselves,  and  there  are 
limits  to  what  wre  can  accomplish  by  means  of  such  "social  engineerings". 
For  some  of  those  who  seek  our  help  the  psychiatrist  could  achieve 
better  results  than  we  can. 

Although  agriculture  is  the  main  industry  in  the  Isle, 
giving  rise  to  the  usual  nuisances  such  as  smells  and  flies,  these 
are  on  the  whole  well  tolerated  by  local  residents  who  accept  them  as 
inevitable  and  familiar  concomitants  of  life  in  an  agricultural  area. 
More  complaints  are  voiced  against  the  smells  emanating  from  factories 
in  an  adjacent  district  and  against  dust  nuisance  from  cargo  handling 
at  Keadby  wharf  than  against  agricultural  nuisances,  or  the  noxious 
smells  from  sewage  polluted  ditches  - of  which  we  have  some  outstand- 
ing examples.  There  is  an  urgent  need  for  sewering  the  village  of 
Althorpe  to  eliminate  such  nuisances  and  reduce  the  consequent  risks 
of  transmission  of  faecal  infections  such  as  dysentery,  salmonella 
infections  and  enteritis  due  to  pathogenic  strains  of  E.  coli. 

Excellent  progress  was  made  during  1970  towards  completing  the 
sewering  of  the  district.  The  house  connections  to  the  scheme  for 
Amcotts,  Eastoft,  Garthorpe  and  Luddington  being  completed,  and  the 
sewering  of  the  villages  of  Owston  Ferry,  Westwoodside,  Wroot  and 
Epworth  being  all  in  the  course  of  installation,  along  with  works  to 
extend  the  sewage  treatment  plant  at  Haxey . 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  district  for  1970  were  satis- 
factory. Statistics  based  on  small  numbers  are  as  you  know  unduly 
influenced  by  chance,  and  liable  to  big  variation  from  year  to  year. 

The  only  grossly  misleading  figure  in  the  1970  statistics,  however, 
is  the  illegitimate  infant  mortality  rate,  the  apparently  excessive 
rate  of  71  per  thousand  being  due  to  the  fact  that  > ne  of  the  14 
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babies  born  out  of  wedlock  died. 

There  were  remarkably  few  deaths  in  the  district  in  1970  - 
the  total  being  21  per  cent  lower  than  in  1966.  or  1969.  As  usual 
diseases  of  the  cardiovascular  system,  notably  blockage  of  the 
arteries  of  the  brain  and  of  the  heart  wall  were  by  far  the  commonest 
causes  of  death,  followed  by  deaths  from  the  cancers,  and  then  by 
the  respiratory  diseases  (bronchitis  and  e^qphysema,  pneumonia  and 
influenza)  * Five  of  the  six  accidental  deaths  were  caused  by  motor 
vehicle  accident,  four  of  the  victims  being  under  the  age  of  25.  The 
pattern  of  mortality,  therefore,  is  typical  of  an  industrialised 
society  whoso  members  overeat,  take  too  little  exercise,  drive 
around  in  cars  or  on  motor  cycles  and  smoke  cigarettes . Modification 
of  personal  habits  necessary  to  minimise  these  adverse  influences  is 
extremely  difficult  to  achieve  and  indicates  a need  for  effective 
health  education. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Robinson  for  his  help,  his  courtesy 
in  showing  me  some  of  the  varied  problems  in  the  district,  and  for 
providing  so  many  of  the  details  needed  for  the  compilation  of  this 
report.

Those  corrections  take  account  of  the  different  proportions  of  old  and  young 
people  in  the  area,  and  make  the  resulting  rate  comparable  with  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  Thus,  a resort  to  which  old  people  rotire  would  have  a high  crude 
rate  but  low  comparability  factor  would  correct  the  false  impression  that  this 
was  an  unhealthy  area.
